In closing his argument 
ia the case be said that his client bad 
produced a mortgage containing a

LAND LAWS. 


A Senate tl that Proposes Sweep- 
ing Charges.

same manner and upon the same terms 
and conditions, and subject to the same 
limitations, forfeitares and contests, as 
if this act had not been passed. 
section of the proposed bill amends 
the act for the sele of desert 
lands, and requires that per- 
land shall

Usited States. It also provides that 
the party filing upon lands under this 
section shall make bis residence upon 
the same within twelve moptbs after 
filing, and that the residence thereafter 
sball be continuous.

Each orange should be wrapped separate- 
ly in fruit paper centaining as little oil 
as possible, so that it will readily absorb 
and throw off moisture. The wrapper 
should be careful to reject every bruised 
or otherwise injured orange. The packer 
should be careful not to put different 
varieties in the same kage. The buyer 
should be able to know when he has tasted 
any Oranges from a box or brand that ail 
others from the same brand or box, are 
In packing, 


closely together in lasers, so that there 
can be no rolling or sliding of the fruit in 
the box. The top layer should project 
not jess than one-half an inch nor more 
than three-quarters of an inch above the 
side of the box, so that the top, when 
nailed on, should hold the layers firmly 
in their places, even after there has been 
some shrinkage of the fruit. This is all 
important when the fruit is to be trans 
por ted a considerable distance, especially 
by rail. 

The count should be plainly marked on 
the package, and each package should 
contain the exact number of oranges thus 
marked on the outeide, no more, no less. 
This is important, as retailers sell by the 
dozen aud always prefer to know just 
OW many oranges they are getting. Tbe 
num ber contained in a standard box aleo 
gives an exact idea of the size of the fruit. 
The stanflard counts to the box are 80, 
96, 128, 146, 164, 176, 250, 324, and

Its 
diamond.spangled neck, its striped 
breast (both American), and then its 
crown of plumes, surpassing all Indian 
headgear of artificialness enough to 
morease the savagery of the savage 
breast of the wild red man. 
I say, again, the California quail is a 
real thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever, guad I will exemplify this by 
demonstgation shortly. For long years 
before I came to California I loved the
